Being commanded to take upon. me an Employ- 
ment that requires greater Talents than Mine, 1 am 
in the utmoft Confufion when I confider that I am 
come hither no otherwife qualified than with a er 
Will to execute ir. The high Reputation you have 


acquir’d in the World gave me this Diftruft of my . 


Abilities, but I find your Fame does not come up to 


your Merit, and the Impreffion this Auguft Afembly — 


makes upon me aygments that Diftruft.. The Ho- 


nour with which J flaccer’d my {elf, now almoft Sinks: 


me down : Struck with the Luftre of your profound 
Wifdom, which fills me with Admiration, I reflect 
on my own Weaknefs, and that Reflection confounds 
and difheartens me. Bur High and Mighty Lords, 


what encourages and revives me is, that] come to

heat, namely the Sentiments of his Royal Highnefs 
thigh Idea his Royal hnefs has of this Re- 
the Remembrance of a Friendfhip for 
which he had always fo great a Value, make him 
ardently defire your Powerful Affiftance.

But yet this very Occafion gives him great 
Satisfaction, becaufe it opens him a Way to Unite 
himfelf with fuch Powerful Alties.: You have for- 
merly given him effentiat Marks of your fincere Af- 


fection for him, which juftly claim his Royal Ac-- 


knowledgment. 

I fay enough, High and Mighty Lords, in telling 
you thar His Royal Highnefs my Mafter’s Defire to 
unite his Intereft with yours, does not proceed from 
a Refentment infpir'd by what has befaln:-him, bur 
is the Effect of the Efteem he has for you, and of 
his Concern for the Common Canfe. Tis for that 
Caufe he is, willing ro expofe his Dominions, exbauft 
his Treafure, and lavith cts : 
The Blood of his Sabjedts do I fay? his Royal High- 
nefs will not fpare bis Own Perfor, but braving all 
Dangers, will demonftrate to alt the World the Zeal 
he has for the Liberty of Europe, againfta Porentate 
that counts all Enemies who will nor be his Slaves.

the Biood of his Subjects: 


due Advantage of this magnanimous Refolution of 
my Mafter, it is neceffary yon thould Second it. Ir 
‘would be a Reflection upon your great Penetration 
and Forefight, by which at one View you {ee all the 
Confequences of the War in Piemont, co offer you 
any» Information on that Subject. I will only join 
with you in admiring the Divine Providence, which 
I think never difclos’d it felf more vifibly than in the 
prefent Juncture. France intending to enflave Italy, 
which is an Affair of the utmoft Confequence to the 
reft of Europe, kindles an unjuft War in Piemonr, 
and -by this very War the French will be driven out 
of Italy, and tofe the Tyrannical Superiority they 
claim over. Europe. It will be by means of this 
War, I fay, and by the Vigour with which you will 
help to maintain ir, that the Chains of thé State of 


_ Milan. will be broken, that the very Heart of France 


will be made to feel the Wounds the deferves. It is 
by making this powerful Diverfion, in'a word, that 
Quiet, Security, and Peace may be fully obtain’d. 
You know, High and Mighty Lords, that to haften 
all thefe Benefits, your High Mightineffes ought to 
haften your Refolutions. The Alliance that muft pro- 


duce this. great Succefs muft be fpeedily fix'd. The 


Enemy we are to enconnter, is never wanting to his 
Word when he threatens, and he does threaten us 
Way Fy enough. Do nor therefore add to his Power 
the Advantage he will réap if the Meafures we ought 
to take are retatded. Ler us ‘not ftay,till the Pro- 
grefs of his Arms fhall‘ronfe us ; ‘tis better ro ufe our 
beft Efforts in preventing than in repairing Loffes : 
Nor onght we to ftick at any Coft or Pains when a 
great Blow is tobe ftruck, and when ir is ablolurely 
néceffary to ftrike that Blow. 

You will do your part,no doubt, High and Mighty 


cifive Moment. His’ Royal Highnefs has ground to 
hope’and believe, that your Affiftance will be fo grear 
as to be fufficient to preferve. the Liberty of Italy, the 
Dignity of your Republick, and the Glory of your 
ame. 

As for me, who know my Mafter’s Sentiments,

tineffes in this Station, I thall be very follicirous of the
